thecient ſervant belonging to -Muſid orvs, 
hathyvho hearing of the coming of a For- 
ouFcigner, and infinitely longing to hear '

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from his dear Mafter , and meeting 


Planzns, he fell down at his feet, and 
beſought him to have commiſeration 
upon him, and tell him of the fafetie 
of Muſidorns. 


This requeſt ſilenced Plangss for al 


while , who could not imagin what 
reply to make to him : but having 
conſidered a little better of it, he 
brake his filence on this faſhion. Sir, 
it grieves me cxtreamly that I cannot

And the noble Plangus anſwer- 
ed him with ſighs,as if his heart

| quence, he would nor ſo regardleſly 
| have paſſed by them, without prying 
into their Storie; which might per- 
| haps have been beneficial unto him.to 


know the ſeveral tricks of warlike 


| Hercules , as was there curiouſly en- 
| graven by famous Antiquarics. But 


Plangus thoughts were higher flown 
than theſe Portaitures could reach to; 


| thoſe he valued jike ſhadows in com- 
| pariſon of his valiant enterpriſes, that 


artificially his invention would lay 


| before him, as if it were accompliſhed 


alreadice. And in that unſatisfied per- 


! {waſion he was brought to Ev archas, 


whoſe fight awakened him from his 
fabulous fantaſie. And then with a 
ſad reverence he kneeled down. + 
But the good King would not fuf- 
fer 
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fer that, bur lifting him up, he cntreat- | 


ed him to uſe no ſuch ceremonies,but | 


ro diſcourſe that which he earneſtly 


wiſht to know without any delays. So | 


Plangus being extream willing to ful- 
fill Evarchas charge, though firſt to 
bring him by degrees to the hearing 
of thoſe mournfull tidings, he began 
with this Proloene : 


Moſt gracious Sir, did I not conſi- | 
der your wiſdom in governing your | 
paſhons.far ſurmounting other mens, | 


I ſhould not fo abruptly prefume to 
be the meſſenger of ſuch unfortunate 
news, as now I am. But fince my life 
ts hazarded in ſeveral reſpeRs,I know 


your goodneſs will no way perſevere | 


againſt me,for neceffitic hath no rule, 


and thatis the reaſon which now in- | 


forces me to manifeſt that unto you, 
which I amloth to utter : But I aſ- 
ſure my ſelf , that your Majeſtic will 
no way deſpiſe the ſovereign ſalve 
called Patience, that is a preſent Re- 
medie for all afflitions. Know 
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Know then, great King , that the 
mirrours of virtue, the famous Pyro- 


| cles your ſon, and Muſidorzs your ne- 


phew are treacherouſly {lain by the 
bloudie plot of Plaxirtus, falſe Bro- 
ther to Leonatus King of Paphlaze- 
z1a, and revealed to me by the ſurpri- 
ſal of a letter of congratulation from 
Artaxia Queen of Armenia, unde: 


| whoſe power Erop7a Queen of Lydia 
| 1s a priſoner; and without ſpecdie ſuc- 


cour, ſhe will be put. to dearh in rhe 
cruelleft way that can be imagined, by 
the ſame inſtruments that expoſed 
her Champions to theirs : But yet 
Sir, they have left behind them ſo 


| pretious a name, that their adverſa- 


ries cannot blemiſh : and fo long as 
their better part flouriſhes on earch, 
all the realitic that can be ſhewed for 
the leſſer, is to go on couragioully, 
and revenge your loſs, and to give 
Apollo thanks for their leaving fo 
plorious a memoric behind them. 
Thus 
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Thus Planzms ended, without fur- | 
ther mentioning Erora , until Evar- | 


chus grief was ſomewhat digeſted : 


which he did perceive extreamly to | 


over-{way him , by the changing of 
bloud in his face, that perpetually go- 
ing and coming , would ſometime 
wax pale and wan ; and then would 
fluſh, as if he threatened to make 


Plaxirtus {mart for all his villanie. | 


And in this conflict of ſorrow and 


anger he continued a great ſpace : but 


at laſt they both yielded to reaſon, 
and Evarchus wilely became the 
Judge of the Seſſhons ; for ſaid he, 
It is Juſtice to bring murderers to 
their deſerved puniſhments. And be- 
cauſe you Prince Planzus teſtifie your 
{elf ro be ſuch an affectionate Friend 
to my dear Children, ſhew your ſelf 
one in their reyenge;you I will entruſt 
to be the General of my: Armie; 
prove as valiant now as you have 


ever done, let all your aim be at 


Plax- 
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 Plaxirtus; and if poſſible, convey 
| him hither alive, that he may die a 


publick ſpectacle of ſhame and rerror 


| before all the People. And I give 
you free libertie to uſe your power in 


the .releafe of that diſtreſſed Ladie 
you ſpake of, for certainly their hearts 
arc infinitely hardened for any mil- 
chief : but for Artaxia, remember 
ſhe is a woman , and ſubjcct to de- 


| grees of Paſſion as well as man. But 


alas! ſhe deſired the deſtruction of 
Pyrocles and Muſidorus , and now the 
hath rendered her recompence to 
Plaxirtus for that abominable deed: 


O thethought of that Action reaches 
| further than my compaſſion : bur I 


will reſign my power to you , there- 
fore though you grow Victorious, 
yet ſtrengthen your ſelf with difcreti- 
on, and let not raſhneſs nor faint- 
heartedneſs prevail over you. Now 
go on with your intentions, and pro- 


fiper, whilſt I end my days in ſolitari- 


neſs, | Ewvar- 
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Fwarchus had no ſooner done, but 


he bowed to the earth , as if he wiſht- 


to be there quickly; and then after he | 


| had ſigned a Commiſſion for raiſing 
of an Armic, he withdrew into his 
chamber, and Plazzus waited upon 
him to the enterance, and fo they 
parted; one to temperate melanchol- 
ly, the other to Hope intermixt with 
cares : for though Plangus was load- 
ed with troubleſom imployments, yet 
thoſe he took for refreſhments , be- 
cauſe the foundation of them was laid 
for Erona's fake. But Evarchns grie- 
ved, as he had too juſt cauſe, to think 
that he ſhould never more behold the 
joy of his heart again; and ſo he con- 
- tinued without the leaſt ſhow of a 
contented mind, yet not with a deſpe- 
Tate rage. A large and rare Theme 
might be Chronicled of his wiſely 
governcd Paſſions ; but that is too 
pregnant a virtue for my dull capacity 
to go on with, | 

There- 
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Therefore ſurrendering that to 
ſharp wits, I will onely mention Plew- 


| gs happie ſucceſs that he obtained in 


Macedon; for in ſhort time he levied 
an Armic, ſufficient ro conquer all 
Armena, every one being delirous to 
revenge their Princes quarrel, and 
thought it a preferment to be the 
meaneſt Souldier; then being all in 2 
readineſs,they march away.But Plan- 
2s before he went, ſent his Ambaſla- 


dors toDelphos,to know of the Oracle - 
| hisDeſtinie, and juſt as he was man- 


aging his Armie, in their march they 
returned with this anſwer; 

That he [hould be ViGortons over his 
Enemies, if ſo be he would be vigilant 
in guiding 11s Forces tn 4 way of deli- 
beration; and not to ventare to ſhew his 
FL alour, tn over-raſb attempts in 4 Bra- 


| vadobefore his Miſtreſs , which often- 


times hath been the cauſe of the Rout- 
ing 4 magnificent Armie : bat he muſt 
remember the eyes of all the 'erld were 

| upon

upon him as their Defence and Shield, 
whoſe wiſdom muſt preſerve them from 
their furious enemies. 

This Oracle infinitely comforted 
Plangus ; and when he had given 
thanks to Apollo for his proclaimed 
proſperous Fortune , he kept on his 
march to Armenia; whom we will 
leave for a time. S 

Now I will diſcover ſome Paſſa- 
es that paſſed between Amphialus 
Nephew to Baſilews the King of Arca- 
aia, and Helena Queen of Corinth, 
how that after ſhe had carried him a- 
way ina Lighter from Arcadia, what 
bitter complaints ſhe made for him, 
untill ſhe had brought him to Corr, 
that would be to pitifull a ſubject to 
ſtay on; therefore leaving that to ſe- 
veral conjectures, I will onely rehearſe 
thoſe particulars that united thoſe 
rare Perſons together to both their 
abundant felicitie. E 

When Helena had conveyed her 


belo- | 
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beloved Amphialus to her renowned 
Citic Corzxth, and lodged him in the 
richeſt furniſhed Chamber that could 
be deviſed, yet all ſhe thought too 
mean for ſuch an incomparable Gueſt: 
then ſhe adviſed with her skilfu!l 
Chyrurgeons how ſhe might have his 
wounds healed; and had always an e- 
ſpecial care to ſce the ſalves applied 
to them her ſelf; and when all was fi- 
niſhed, ſhe paſſed away the day with 
ſighs by ſenceleſs Amphialus,who lay - 
ſo quietly, that for a great time none 
could perceive the leaſt motion of 
life in him : but at laſt the Chyrurge- 
ons ayouched they could find warm 
bloud ſtrive for life in his ( now in all 
likelihood) curable wounds. Which 
ſpeech of theirs did make Helena waſh 
her fair face with her tears for joy, 
when before it had not touched a 
drop of water, from the time that ſhe 
found Amphialus in fo wofull a con- 


dition. Then began ſhe to diſcourſe 


C with 
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with him,as if he could mind her what 
ſhe ſaid. 

Tell me dear Amphzalus, ſaid ſhe, 
what occaſion have I given you to 
make you hate me? have I not ever 
honoured and=loved you far above 
my ſelf? O yes! and if I had a thou- 
ſand lives to loſe, T would venture 
them all for your ſake. Burt fince thar 
is a1 impoſſible: thing , propound to 
me the.moſt probable way for me to 
purchaſe you, and I dare undertake 
it, be it never ſo dangerous: But if it 
be tj:e Princeſs Phzloclea that lies as a 
block in my way , ſo that I muſt e&i- 
ther continue where I am, or elle 
ſtumble over it and be made quite 
hopelcts, y<t let me counſel you as a 
faitafull friend , not to engage your 
affections to one that is ſo negligent 
of it, but rather beſtow it upon me 


that will accept of ir. Oh hear me; j 


and haye pitie on me, O Amphialus, 
Amphialus! 


Then 


Then ſhe flung her {elf down upon 
his'bed, with a reſolution' nor to ſtir 
before ſhe had discerned ſome ſign of 
life in outward appearance. And as 
ſhe was carneſtly looking upon him , 
ſhe eſpied his cyes a ſtenling open; but 
immediately, with a long: tetcht figh, 
he cloſed them up again, as grieving 
for their tenderneſs they could not 
gaze upon beautic. But Helena reply- 
ing with twentic to Þis one, went on 
with her love-fick ſpeeches. 

Alas poor Prince! ſaid ſhe.is it thy 
hard fortune to receive thy life again 
in ſighs? hath ſuch il-favoured ſpleens 
no place to ſettle in, but in thy noble 
breaſt, which ſhines in goodneſs? 
Chear up, dear Prince, and let not 
thy greateſt Foe find cauſe to tax thee 
with the leaſt blemiſh. 

Longer ſhe would have proceeded 
in her bemoaning of Amphialus , had 
ſhe not been interrupted by the Chy- 
rurgeons that were in the chamber, 
C 2 and 
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and hearing her voicc, came inſtantly 
ro her, and kneeling down,intreated 
her to abandon the chamber, for as] « 
much as her preſence and complaints] 
cauſed diſturbance in Amphialus , and} & 
procured nothing but that which was| 7, 
hurtfull ro her own perſon : and then] 
they aſſured her, that if ſhe woul(| ;« 
forbear his companic , they could] g 
perfect the cure in half the time, that 
otherwiſe they ſhould be conftrained| yy; 
ro be tedious in, by reaſon that het]þe 
{ad ſpeeches would ground ſuch anſþj, 
impreſſion in him in his weakneſs Jp 
that it would be as much as their skil,c 
could reach unto, to keep his woundgþa 
from growing worſer than better te; 
Taeie perſwaſtons of the Chyrurge4aq 
ons had a very great influence ovetye. 
Helena, and ſhe forſaking her formemhþ; 
paſhons, guarded her ſelt with a longlg; 
Robe of wiſe conſiderations , and deÞe 
parted his chamber without any ſhewkan 
of tcndeſc, to the admiration of allge 
behold 
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ly] beholders. Yet ſhe never neglected 
ed] the care of Amphialus , but diligently 
as] enquired after his amendment , thar 
WS} ſhe might know all paſſages as pun- 
nd ually,as if ſhe had been with him. 
/a} In this golden mean of Patience ſhe 
iN continued ſo long,till Amphialus had 
lldl revived ſomewhat his decayed ſpirits, 
11d] & the Chyrurgeons had ſo well oyer- 
al come his wounds, that by degrees he 
ed] was brought ro walk about his cham- 
het] ber; but always he would be croſſing 
all his Arms, knocking his Breaſt, and 
is breathing ſpeeches to himſelf in fo 
kilwofull a manner; as would make the 
ndJhardeſt heart burſt into a deluge of 
Er.itears. Yet all this time he never ex- 
8cJamined by what means he was con- 
Vellyeyed thither, nor any other queſtion 
NEMhat concerned Helena's or his own 
Nfcondition. And ſorfor a great while 
ache impriſoned himſelf in ſuch igno- 
1VWrance, till by the coming of a young 
alGentleman, named Clyriphoy, fon to. 
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Kaleander, a Noble man of Arcadza, 
his concealed eſtate, and all other cir- 
cumſtances that had happened in 4r- 
cadia from his departure from thence, 
were declared to Amphialus wonder 
and aſtoniſhment. 

For this Clytifox was ſent as an 
Ambaſſadour to Amphialus from his 
uncle the King of Arcadia,to congra- 
tulate with him for his recoverie, and 
ro certifie him of his Cofins deliver- 
ance out of his Caſtle, by the proweſs 
of Prince Pyrocles and Muſidorus ; and 
how they disguiſed themſelves for 
the love of Pamela and Philoclea,with 
all the ſeveral attempts that they pra- 
cited to obtain their deſired enter- 
priſe. (As their bringing Amaxius to 
ſubmit to their mercie , Pyrocles ha- 
ving granted him his life on condition 
he would acknowledge it) and finally 


to give him notice, that the nuptials| 


of Pyrocles and Philoclea,with Muſido- 
rus and Pamela were onely deferred 
for 
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for the time they could hear from 
Amphialus. This was the chief of 
Clytifons Ambaſſage, which he care- 
fully obeyed. :- 
Byt before he entered into Corinth, 
the Citie {ſwelled with rumour , e- 
very one being greedie to know that 
which nothing concerned them. Burt 
Clytifon knowing it was not a time of 
dalliance , haſtened to the Palace, 
where he was waited for by Helena, 
whoſe watchfull eyes and attentive 
ears could not paſs by any ſuſpitious 
whiſperings, but would always make 
ſtrict -nquirie of the caule of them. 
So now ſhe believing the credible re- 
port, would needs come down her 
ſelf, attended with a train of Ladies, 
to welcom the Ambaſſadour to her 
Court, when as ſoon as ſhe perceived 
a glimpſe of him , ſhe perfely knew 


him ro be that noble Clyrifon, whom 


before ſhe had been beholding to for 
his excellent companie. Then whilſt 
C 4 ſhe * 
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ſhe was ſhewing her courteſie to him 
for his former civilities, he with an 
humble reverence, yet ſupported with 
a Garb of Majeſtie, came to her after 
the manner of an Ambaſſadour , and 
preſenting mightie high commenda- 
tions to her from all the Princes that 
reſided in Arcadia, ſhe beſought him 
9 accept of ſuch poor entertainment 
as her abilitie could make him. Then 


leading him into the Preſence ( it be- 


ing in the after-noon) ſhe command- 
ed a delicate Collation to be (&t be- 
fore him,which was fulfilled ſo quick- 
ly and ſo decently,that Clyzefoz could 
not chooſe but fir and cxtol their 
comely order; and within a while fell 
to cating thoſe rarities that Helens 
had provided for him; but ſhe would 
not be per{waded to taſt of any, her 
troubled mind was too full of jealou- 
fies and fears, to think of pleaſing her 
appetite. Sometime ſhe mistruſted 
that Baſileus had ſent for Amphiales 
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to be tried by the Law for his Mo- 
ther Cecropia's =— away his 
Daughters, that he might have a fair 
pretence to take away his life.” But 
quickly ſhe vanquiſhed that doubt by 
another that ſhe imagined to be moſt 
Poo which was, that Phzloclea's 

cart might be mollified, and that ſhe 
under-hand had made choice of Clti- 


fon to be her Proxie, in wiſhing Am- 
| p/:a/ns to purſue his former Petition 


to Philoclea, that ſhe with the more 
modgſtie might grant him his requeſt. 
T his fancie of Helena made ſuch a 
wound within her breaſt, that a thou- 
ſand of ſighs had free paſſage there, 
and in filence ſhe did think out her: 
complaints; until Clyt;foz had disor- 
dered the artificial. curiofities with 
taſting of their goodnels, and had ſuf- 
ficed his natural hunger. Then Hele- 
24 taking him aſide from the compa-' 
nic that came to gaze upon him, with 
many ſhews of grief ſhe conjured _ 

| that 
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that if eyer he had been real to any 
friend , to ſhew himſelf one to her, 


who vowed faithfulneſs and ſecreſie : 


bur yer if it were a matter of ſuch | 
weightic importance, as he could not | 


repoſe ſo much confidence in her, be- 
ing a Princes of another Countrey, 
yet ſhe entreated him to certifie her 
- whether it concerned Amphialus , or 
in his her own ruin. 

Clytifon had hardly patience to 
hear bh out , but remoyed her fears 
on this manner : Chear up great 
Queen, ſaid he,thoſe cloudie ſhadows 
of discontent and fears never do good 
but hurt, and wrong your Beautie, 


that otherwiſe would be the ſweeteſt, 


and the ſingular Flower that could 
be found inthe large Garden of the 
world. Chear up then and rejoyce at 
joyfull ridings : for ro the amaze- 
ment of all, the two- ever bleſled 
Princes, Pyrocles and Muſidorus , are 
by many ſtrange accidents found to 
be 
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be alive, though disguiſed, within my 
Sovereigns Lodges (from being gal- 
lant Souldiers) the one to a woman, 


' the other to a comely Shepherd , 
| which was brought to paſs by the in- 


duſtrie of blind Cupid , who takes 
pleaſure in wounding the beſt of un- 
daunted ſpirits. But yet he hath dealt 
ſo favourable with theſe incompara- 
ble. Perſons, that he hath equally 
wounded Pamela and Philoclea to 
them again : ſo that now Arcadia 
waits onely for the nuptials finiſhing, 
to be made happie in having ſo glori- 


ous a Prince to reign over them, and 


that is delayed onely for the time 
that they might hear from my Lord 
Amphialus. . 

Helena's joy at the hearing of this; 


news , was too great for my dull'ex- 


refſion, yet after ſhe had moderated' 
hes exceſſive mirth , and brought it 
within the bounds of reaſon, ſhe fear- 
ed that Amphialus would be ſo oyer- 
come 
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come with deſpairing grief, that no- 
thing but death could end his miſerie. 
Then fell ſhe ar Clyrifor's feet , and 
begged of him-not to be over-haſtic 
in declaring his Ambaſſage to Amphi- 
alus , but to compaſs him in by de- 
 grees to the hearing of it. This re- 
queſt of hers Clyzifov courteouſly 
promiſed to perform. And ſhe guid- 
ing him to Amphialus chamber door, 
deſired him to walk in, and departed. 

But Amphialus eſpying Clytifor , 
and leaping upon him , and then 1o- 
vingly embracing him, ſaid , How 
doeſt thou Clytifon? thou lookeſt as if 
thou meanedſt to chide me; bur ſpare 
your labour, I will do that my ſelf, 
nay,and more if Ph;loclea would com- 
mand it, let her deſire my heart and 
ſhe ſhall have it, and with mine own 
hand Ile pluck it out to give her, yet 
think ir all too little ro excuſe my 


crime. But ſhe is gratious and noble, 
anlwered Clytifon, and will be readicr * 
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to forgive , than you can be to begge 
your pardon of her. But I will never 
preſume to aske forgiveneſs , replyed 
Amphialus, ſince I deſerve all puniſh- 
ments. Though you do,ſaid Clyrifon, 
yct if you will preſent your felf unto 
her in an humble and ſubmiſſive way, 
and caſt off your former Suit, I durſt 
aſlure you ſhe would not onely grant 
your life , but would alſo receive you 
co her favour as her near Kinsman. If 
I could think fo, replied Amphialus, 
I ſhould be highlie contented far a- 
bove my deſerts or wiſhes , and ſaid 
Clytifon , weald you be pleaſed to 
hear that ſhe were married to another 
or el{e likelic to be ſo ſuddainly? Yes 
with all my ſoul anſwered Amphialas, 
but yer upon condition, that it may be 
to her all flouriſhing happineſs. As for 
my own particular , that is the leaſt* 
thing I regard or hope for, onely as 


| I ſaid before, that the Princeſs Ph:lo- 


6lea may be endowed with all fclici- 
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ty, that will | 46m to me an uncon- 
rrouled blefledneſs. 

Then Clhtifon asked him if he 
would accept of him to be the bearer 
of a letter from him to Philoclea ? 
which he promiſed carefully to deli- 
ver, if it were ſuch an one as might be 
received without ſcruple. Amphialus 
anſwered he would gladly write to 
Phileclea,but it ſhould no way be pre- 
judicial to him, he intending onely to 
manifeſt his gricf for her ill uſage in 


his Caſtle; and to let her know how | 


readie he was to welcom any puniſh- 
ment ſhe would inflict upon him. 
Then after more ſuch ſpeeches paſſed 
between them, Chrifor rehearſed the 
truth of his meſſage. Which at firſt 


Amphialus heard with trembling , un- | 


, till Chytifon remembered him of his 
former diſcourſe, that nothing that 
could make Philoclea happic, thould 
ever make him unhappie. Then rou- 
ſing up himſelf, he wiſhed Clytifoz to 

leave 
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leave him to his privacie, that he 
might have the more libertie to en- 
dite a letter worthic of her accept- 
ance; Clytifon being to carrie it away 
the next morning. So he, without 
the leaſt contracidtion , left Amphia- 
lus, who being alone fell into 2 paſſt- 
on ( as afterward he confeſſed ) that 
had almoſt made him ſenſeleſs , untill 
time that wears out all things, recal- 
ed his memorie back to him again , 


which firſt discovered it {elf thus : 


Alas miſerable Amphialus! thou 
imployeſt thy ſelf to extol thyRival, 


and meaneſt ro make it thy recreation 


to do {0 always. Now I can remem- 
ber the AmaFor Ladic that fought ſo 
gallamly with me in the Arcadiar 


woods, for the Princeſs Philocled's 


Glove; what blows ſhe ſtrook at me, 
and with what niwblereſs ſhe avoid- 
cd mine, when I aimed at her in mine 
own defence. I muſt confeſs it daunt- 
ed me to ſce a woman rant {o oyer 

me, 
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me, but yet it made me the more ad- 
mire her valour , and brought down 
my former loftineſs, to wonder at my 
timourouſneſs. But ſince ſhe is disco- 
vered to be the noble Pyroctes, I ſhall 


be ſo far from hiding that disguiſed. 
exploit of his, that 1 ſhall blazon it} 


about the world in triumph, as an ho- 
nour for me to be overcome by him; 
and it ſhall never be ſaid, that envie of 
my Rival ſhall make me obſcure his 
worth. for I ſhall applaud his wiſdom 
in making ſo rare a choice. Nor did 
1 ever hear of any that could deſerve 
him better than the divine Phzloclea. 
Then grieve no more Amphialus , at 
thy Ladies happineſs, ſince in hers all 
thine conſiſts; but prepare thy ſelf to 
obey her commands, be they never ſo 
contrary to thy nature. 

With theſe reſolutions , although 
with a ſhaking hand, he began to write 
his letters. But Clytifoy, as ſoon as he 
came out of the chamber , was re- 
ceived 
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.| ceived by Helena , to whom he rela- 


ted Amphialus and his whole dif- 
courſe. And ſhe being in hope to 
make him a fortunate meſſenger for 
her proceeding, uſed him with all the 


.courteſte that could be. And then by 
her favours ſhe enticed him to her 


bait, and made him as much her 
humble ſervant, as he was Amphialus: 
For then he had promiſed ro be a 
nimble Poſt to them both : and he 
muſt be condutted to his lodging , 
and Helena to her cloſet;

Another ſhe did like 
reaſonable well, but that was ſo blur- 
ed with her tears , that the beſt of 
eyes could not read it. More ſhe 
wrote, and found blemiſhes in them

. Often did ſhe peruſe this Letter to 
find out cavils init, until ſleep would 
endure no longer to be reſiſted , nor 
hindered from ſeizing on ſo pure a 
ſoul, which ſhe 'evidenced by letting 
her letter fall out of her delicate pro- 
portioned hand that held it : then fell 
ſhe into ſlumbers , and ſtarrs would 


| now and then afright her, but thoſe 


ſhe ended with fighs , and fell afleep 


again, and then ſhe paſſed away the 


remainder of the night with varictic 
of dreams, untill the approching day 


| rouſed up her ſenſes, and remembered 


her it was high time for Lovers to be 
ſtirring. Then the being always mind- 
full of ſuch obſervarions , rook her 
letter, and making it fortunate with 
D 2 her 
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her prayers , ſhe carried it into the 
Preſence , where ſhe ſtayed for Clhii- 
fon, who was receiving his farewel 
of Amphialus. | 

For after Amphialus had finiſhed 
his humble ſuit, as he termed it, and 
had endured a tedious night, Clytifon 
muſt needs be ſent for to preſcribe the 
likelieft medicine for a love-fick re- 
medie. Cltifon could not be asked 
an harder queſtion , for he himſelf 
would gladly have taken Phyſick, had 
he been ſure of the cure. Tell me 


Clytzfor, ſaid he, is there no help for} 


a troubled mind? no cordial to bring 


{leepinto theſe eyes of mine? If>you. 


will ſubmit your actions, replied C/- 
zifoy, to my approbation, Twill ſet 
you in a perfect way of quietneſs, 
though it ſhould procure mine own 
endlefs miſerie. He deſerves no Phy- 
{ician, anſwered Amphialus, that will 
not accept of his advice, when it is ſo 
freely profered him. Know then,ſaid 

| Cly- 
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Clytifon , your onely way to obtain 
contentment, is to honour , nay, and 
love her who fo entirely loves and re- 
ſpects you. O ſtay there , cried out 
Amphialus, and do not weigh me 
down with clogs of gricf, I am bal- 
lanced ſufficiently alreadie , why do 
you with more burdens ſtrive to ſink 
me ? nothing but Philoclea's com- 
mands I find can enter into my heart, 


and they may ſtrike me dead. Flic 


then Clytifon,flic as ſwiftly as Phebys 
can, and make a quick return to let 


me know Philoclea's cenſure equal to 


my deſerts. With theſe words he 


| gave Clytifon his letter , and with a 


{ad geſture turned away. But Clytifor 
without deferring went his way; 
though firſt he received Helena's, and 
with many proteſtations vowed to 
further her undertakings. 
_ And now I will leave theſe two 
lovers in longing expectation of his 
return, and will trace along with Cly- 
D 3 ifon 
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ztifon to accompanie him , he being 
deſtitute almoſt of any comfort , by 
reaſon his affetions were {o extream- 
ly engaged to Helena's beautic , that 
nothing but envious death could a- 
ſwage ir. 1 his cauſed ſuch a conflict 


to ariſe between Cupid's discharged| 


Bowe, and C/ytifor's making his own 


wounds to gape with contrarying thef 


God of loves commands, and haſten- 
ing from the Miſtreſs of his defires to 
gun her to another : that oftentimes 
e was turning back to diſcover his 
intentions to her. But this deſign he 
vanquiſhed by confuting himſelf. 
It is true ſaid he, I ride apace to- 
wards mine own overthrow: bur ſince 
it was her charge, how dare I harbour 
a thought of refuſing? no it is her gra- 
cious pleaſure to vouchſafe me to be 


her Meſſenger, and -ſhall I looſe herj 


eſteemed favours, which I infinitly 


hazard if I do not manifeſt my faith-| 


full endeavours in gaining Amphialus 
to 
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to be her Husband, but 1 will chooſe 


to be her loyal Seryant , rather than 
to her {ſweet ſelf an importunate Suit- 
er. And I ſhould account my {lf 
ever happie, could it lie in my power 
to further hers; but I am unworthy to 


-receive ſuch a Title as a poor Inſtru- 


ment to redeem her Majeſtic to her 


. former felicitie : however I will ſhew 


my willingneſs,by my nimbleneſs;and 
then teaching his Steed to give a gal- 
lant caper , he ſpeedily rode away, 
and without the leaſt hinderance he 
quickly ſet footingin the Countrey 
of Arcadia, where he was welcomed 
by Peals of Bels , and Shoutings of 
People, with varictic of ſports con- 
trived by young children : beſides 
the pleaſant Shepherds blowed their 
pipes, whileſt the prettic Sheperdefſles 


| chanted out their praiſcs of their 


oreat God Pan. All theſe harmleſs 


-| paſtimes were ordered fo conyenient- 


ly, that he might have a perfe& view 
D 4 "oF 
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of them as he went by : and all was 


to declare the joy they conceived 
for Clytifon's lafe return, whoſe ſtay 
they heard was the onely delayance 
of the Princes Nuptials. And as he 
rode along, the filly Lambs did wel- 


come him with leaps, whileſt the Fox | 


that lurked in his private corner to 
catch them, discovered himſelf to do 


homage unto Cltifon , and by that | 


means loſt his game; yet he chearing 
himſelf up with hopes of a more plen- 
tifull prey hereafter, returned to his 
former craft, and received that mis- 
fortune as a juſt recompence of his 
careleſneſs.

reputed ſuperfluous. 

And now his eye was fixed upon 
the Lodge that ſhadowed the won- 
ders of the world, and was ſeated a- 
bout two miles diftance from Mate- 
ia. Thither with eagerneſs he goes, 


| where he was onely ſaluted ' by 


the diligent ſervants that dirc&ted 
him to the. grove adjoyning to the 
Lodge, where the Princes juſt before 
were walked for recreation. Then as 
he went gazing about him, he diſcern- 
ed Evarchus King of Macedon, who 
ſignified his joy for his Sons and Ne- 
phews, to him, revived lives, by his 
lifted up hands and eyes, which with 
great 


} the Palace richly furniſhing , and all - 
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reat deyotion he rendered to the 
_ Gods in thankfulneſs. 

For it happened after Plangus de- 
parture from Macedon withan Armie, 
Ewarchus fearing his love-lines would 
give opportunitic for ſadneſs to oyer- 
come his languiſhing ſpirit , made a 
journey into Arcadia to vilit his an- 
tient Friend Baſilins. And after ma- 
ny ſtrange accidents had apparently 
been discovered , as the famous Sit 
P»ilip Sydney fully declares, Pyrocles 
and Mr#ſ;dorzs were found to be alive; 
and now he tarried in Arcadia to ſee 
his bleſſedneſs compleated in their 
Marriages. And in the mean time he 
diſpatched a meſſenger to Plangus 
to encourage him with thoſe wel- 
com tidings. And then the good 
King. confined himſelf wholy to the 
continual praiſes of the Divine provi- 
dence for his unlooked for comforr. 
And now fſtraying from the reſt of 
the Princely. companie, he fell to his 

WOnt- 
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wonted contemplations, and never | 


moved from his devour poſture, till 


Clytifon's ſuddain approach into his 
fight, made him ſtart, and withall rai- 
ſed him. 

Then Evarchus examined him 
how the noble Gentleman Amphialus 
did 2 but Clyiifon was fo mightily 


| daſhed with his diſturbing of Ewar- 


chius , that he let ſilence be both his

would in pitie have paſſed by, and 
not diſturbed them. LY 

Pyrocles and Muſidorus being ſeated 
upon a Fountaines brim, where in the 
middle Cupids Image was placed, rea- 
dy the ſecond time to have wounded 
them; but they not minding him, ſtri- 
ved who ſhould with the comelieſt 
grace, and higheſt Rhetorick extoll 
their Miſtrefles ; whilſt the faire Pa- 
mela, with lovely Philoclea tied the 


trueſt Lovers knot in grafle, that ever. 


yet was tied; and now and then would 
pick a Flower to ſhew their Art, to 
tell the vertue of it; in theſe harm- 
leſs pleaſures their Parents found 
them buſted. 

Then 
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| - Then Baſilius coming to Philoclea, 


told. her that C/ifiten had brought her 
news of her ſervant Amphialas, 8 (he 
modeſtly bluſhing, replyed , thar ſhe 
ſhould be glad to hear of her Cofins 
health; then Baſitins deſired them all 
to ſit down,that they might lend the 
better attention to C/yzifor ; but he 
in reverence to his Soveraigne,would 
ſtand,rill Baſilzus lay'd his commands 
upon him to the contrarie : then o 


| tifox recounted all circumſtances ſa- 


ving that about himſelf, as I have ſet 
down; and when he had cnded,he pre- 
ſented Philoclea with Helena's 8& Am- 
phialus Lerters,which ſhe courteouſly 
received;8 when ſhe had broken them 
open, ſhe read them, but with ſuch 


| Cryſtall Rtreames all the time drop- 


ing from her Roſie cheeks , that had 
Venus been by , ſhe would have pre- 
ſerved them in a Glaſſe ro waſh her 
faice withall, to make her the more 


beautifull; and then her Servant Pyro- 
cles 
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cles gently wiped them away; but ſce- 
ing them yet diſtil, he was angry,and 
ſhewed it on this manner. Itis a hard 
Riddle to me, ſaid he, that a Lover 
ſhould write ſuch a regardleſs Letter, 
ro grieve and mar that face that he ſo 
much adored. He would longer have 
chid Amphialus , but that Evarchas 
adviſed him to take the Letter from 
his ſorrowfull Ladie, which ſhe wil- 
lingly reſigned unto him; and he read 
as followeth.

mine eſpecially , who had before ab- 
ruptly aſſaulted her , feerned ro re- 
buke me with it, as in carneſt ſo it 


_ did, my trembling witnefſed 'my guil- 


tineſs , and my tears and fighs my te- 
pentance : .imy ſlowneſs to utterance 
allowed Clazs a conventent 'time to 
discoyer his paſſion to Hani, the 
policie uſed to' Antaxins he forbote 
ro repeat , yhtil my repentance had 
obtained a pardon , and' then he re- 
lated in what expedition we ſent away 
her undefired ſuiror ; which ar firſt 
vaniſhed the red from her face , her 
tears ulurping; in her tender breaft, 
1;ſt her Patches, ſhould 'doubr her 
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ſaferic at Antaxius report. Yet when 


ſhe remembred her abſence might 


- extinguiſh Aztaxtus luſt , her vermi- 
lion came back to mixture,and adorn-

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comed by moſt, and commilſerated 
of none : Urania highly commended 
my action, too large a recompence

the Gods for giving me ſuch ſucceſs 
as ſhe thought worthie of her accep- 
tance; and waiting upon her to the 
Iflandof Citherea, by the way ſhe 
yielded to our requeſt, gracefully de- 
livering theſe words. 
The mowons of this world I can- 
not comprehend, but with confuſion, 
ſo unexpettedly do they ſurprize me, 
Antaxins by Lalas inſtigations, truſt- 
ed to the Seas fidelitie , your com- 
pulſion' forcing them to deceive him, 
in whoſe baniſhment[I ſent a Letter to 
you , wherein I acknowledged your 
ſincere affection, and by all the ties of 
- virtuous friendſhip, conjured you not 
to denie me your Counſel or Com- 
panic in my extremitie; and happen- 
ing to repoſe my ſelf upon the Clifts, 
my harmleſs Sparrow I ſet down at a 
little 
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little diſtance from me, learning it to 
come at my inducement , the prettic 
tool, with ſhivering wings aſpired to 
mount towards me; but the Tyger 


Lacemos, or Monſter , for his diſpo- 


ſition could never pretend to huma- 
nitie, being prepared in a readineſs to 


commit ſuch a treacherous a, came 
from a dark{om hole , ſuitable ro his 


practiſes, and ſeized on me. and my 
Sparrow for Priſoners , and convey- 
ing us to his provided Boat, we were

other Champions ; I counterfeited 
earneſtneſs to Lacemoy, in exercifing 
his: skill ro purchaſe my gloric : he 
puffed up with hopes of future fuc- 
ceſs, conſidering i was the firſt time 
that I had imployed hjm, and ſo pub- 
licklic ,- with: all expedition , haſted 
to the todge with my Picture, where 
by athruſt from of flis horſe, he was 
made to leave my Pidure to reve- 
rence Sortaſia's ſurpaſſing one;' with a 
cloudie ſoul, he returned to me, I be- 
ing 
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ing compaſſed to ftay within - his 
bonnds,;, ſo manie bars and bolts 


fruſtrating my eſcape; but by his 
muttering I diſcerned his diſcontent, 

an hamour that beſt ſuited his condi- 
tion : I ſtriftly examined concern- 
ing my Pictures triumph,and his For- 
tune, he ſtudying to deluderme , re- 
plied , That bulineſs of importance 
had enforced Bzſilins to defer the 
challenge for awhile , out of which 
regard, he, by the example of other 
Noble Perſonages , refigned up my
